NEW YORK—(NANA)—The Egyptian Government, threat: 
ened with a general devaluation of its money, is going to back its 
currency with gold obtained from the cursed tomb of King Tut- 
Ankh-Amun. The plan, described by the Egyptian Government as 
one of several “heroic” measures being contemplated, would appear 
to be just that in view of the fate that befell the men who first 
took it from King Tut’s pyramid. Lord Carnarvon, who led the 
expedition in 1923, died from a fly bite less than two months after 
he ignored the tomb’s message: “Death will come on swift wings 
to strike him who disturbs my rest.” Several others had died before 
Lord Carnarvon—one nativé was killed by a lion shortly after 
he emerged from the newly discovered tomb—and so many others 
died shortly after of mysterious illnesses that Lloyd’s of London 
estimated that the expedition suffered a greater death rate than 
if cholera or a similar plague had struck it. 

The gold taken from the tomb is estimated to be worth $200.- 
000,000. It was put in the tomb with the 18-year-old Pharaoh some

JEKYLL ISLAND, June 21—(/) 
Ten miles off the South Georgia 
coast lies Jekyll Island, a place so 
exclusive that even the wild boars

A playground for “working mil- 
lionaires” for 61 years, few Geor- 
gians ever have set foot on the 
place.

tioned it. 

The AP story said that William 
Rockefeller, Jr., had retired to the 
privacy of Jekyll Island. 

People became curious and it de 
veloped that the Club was char- 
tered by such financiers as Oliver 
K. King, Thomas C. Clarke, Wil- 
liam D. DeWolfe and N.S. Finney 

In addition, the membership 
was known to include Cyrus Mce- 
Cormick, John Pierpont Morgan, 
James J. Hill, George F. Baker, 
Rockefeller and William K, Van 
derbilt 

Over the vears other gold-plated 
names were added to the list—Ar- 
mour, Lorillard, Astor, Biddle, 
Frick, Gould, Whitney and three 
other Morgans.

In 1791, the island was sold to

Twenty-three hundred years ago 
Alexander the Great, seeking new 
worlds to conquer, pushed through 
the mountain passes and onto the 
river plains of a subcontinent.

million-dollar mark, with a total 
of $1,112,525.87. 

The first quarter of 1947 was 
almost a quarter million dollars, 
and they expect the year’s total to 
reach the million and a quarter 
mark. 

In 1940 the market sold 1,144 
animals. 

In 1946 it sold 19,948 animals. 

In 1940 the average price was 
$21.86. In 1946 it was about $55— 
counting hogs, sheep, goats and 
cattle. 

Those are some of the figures. 

They must be translated into the 
real story. All over Floyd Coun- 
ty there were animals on farms. 
Where, in 1940, there had been six 
beef-type bulls in the County, 
there now are almost 100. The cat- 
tle population of the County 
nushing 10,000, counting dairy cat- 
tle.

The South, on the other hand, 
showed a shade of a decline in av- 
erage costs.

The Midwest and Far West were 
nearer to the national average, pro-

Builders almost unanimously 


blame high costs for the slump. In 
Cheyenne,- Wyo., they say “the 
high price factor is retarding build- 
ing and buying.” Col. W. E. Leon- 
ard, Director of the Veterans’ 
Housing Center in Washington, D. 
C., says contractors complain that 
high construction costs prevent the 
building of houses to sell in lower 
brackets, or for rent to lower in- 
come groups. “Some land prices 
are 10 times over the 1940 level,” 
he adds. 
LUMBER COST SOARS 

Nor is there much sign of a 
major reduction in costs. The Ar- 
chitectural Forum points out that 
a house that called for $1,000 
worth of lumber in 1939 now needs 
$2,828 worth. “Contractors feel 
that cut of 20 percent in lumber 
prices would be enough to bring 
the building market out of hid- 
ing,’ the Forum says. But even 
such a cut would still mean a 
$2,362 lumber bill for that house. 

“Reports are prevalent,’ ob- 
served the House Appropriations 
Committee, “that building materi- 
als have become available in a 
volume that is beginning to satu- 
rate the market, and that price re- 
ductions in many lines are in the 
offing because supply is beginning 
to exceed demand.” But this has 
not yet been reflected in activity. 

The slowdown in construction 
threw at least 15,000 building 
tradesmen out of work in New 
York City, according to the Ameri- 
can Federation of Labor, which 
blames buyer resistance to high 
building prices. 
LABOR’S PART 


Contractors, on the other hand, 
stress low productivity on the part 
of labor. Former New York May- 
or Fiorella LaGuardia has urged 
labor to ‘“‘take the initiative .. 
demonstrate a willingness to do a 
good day’s work for a good day’s 
wages.” 

The growing gravity of the hous- 
ing shortage is shown in most 
cities. Washington, D. C., reports 
the demand for homes is 10 times 
greater than in the prewar period, 
yet there was less housing con- 
struction in the capital this Spring 
than in the Spring of 1941. 

R. F. Cogswell, Rent Control 
Administrator for the District of 
Columbia, says surveys Va- 
cancies practically non-existent.”

CALIFORNIA’S NEEDS 

The State of California needs 
743,568 new homes as its mini- 
mum 1947 requirement, according 
to a Senate-Assembly committee. 
“We can’t take care of a small 
part of homeless veterans, let 
alone civilians,” says Frank Wilk- 
inson of the Los Angeles Housing 
Authority. After screening 16,000 
applications, Wilkinson’s office 
weeded out about 50 percent and 
of the remaining 8,000 only 1,808 
could be placed. 


“Veterans are still flocking to 
Southern California,” Wilkinson 
explained. “After Illinois passed a 
veterans’ bonus, 40 percent of the 
eligibles were found living here- 
abouts.” His office figures there 
are 162,000 homeless families in 
Los Angeles County, of which 6.- 
000 are veterans. 


Two cemeteries, from which the 
bodies have been transplanted, 
have been turned into subdivi- 
sions in San Francisco. A little re- 
lief was obtained when the Cali- 


‘fornia Legislature authorized the 


Sale of surplus Army barracks to 
veterans. Complete with plumb- 
ing, these buildings are disman- 
tled by the veterans and moved to 
their own sites. They are sup- 
posed to yield enough lumber and 
fixtures for a five-room house for 
about $300. 


BALTIMORE’S CAMPAIGN 
s,etween 500 and 600 home own- 
ers in Baltimore agreed to converi 
their homes into two-family dwell- 
ings in a campaign conducted by 
a veterans’ Emergency Committee, 
headed by William Buckler, Jr. 


“But many refused to admit chil- 


dren,” Buckler said, estimating 
that 34,000 veterans are looking 
for quarters in Baltimore—24,000 
of them classed as “urgent cases.” 

Only “emergency cases” are be- 


ing put on the eligible lists in Pitts- 


burgh, where families burned out 
of their homes, evicted, or living 
in condemned buildings get pri- 
orities for the Pittsburgh Housing 
Authority’s 5,462 apartments in 
nine projects. 

Evictions throughout the coun- 
try totaled close to 500,000 fami- 
lies in the first quarter of this 
year, according to the Federal 
Public Housing Administration. 
citing records. A large portion of 
them had to leave houses that 
were purchased for owner occu- 
pancy. Others were unable to 
keep up their rent payments. 
About 20 percent of all families 
now living in low-rent public 
housing projects in major cities 
also are facing eviction because 
their incomes exceed the federally- 
fixed maximums for such rentals. 

The low-rent field is the center 
of greatest demand. _ Only 71 fami- 


lies oyt of 2,600 seeking homes In 
Marrisburg, Pa., were able to pay 
more than $50 a month, reports 
Maynard Small, Housing Expe- 
diter for that district. 

“What we need is more apart- 
ments and houses renting for 
about $40 or $45 a month,” says 
Stanley Biesack, Housing Expe- 
diter for Chattanooga, Tenn. 


The average earnings for 196 
“desperate” families, evicted from 
their former homes and housed in 
converted barracks at Louisville. 
Ky., were $45.05 weekly. The 
Louisville Housing Center found 
that 91 of those 196 families had 
been “split up,” 72 had been living 
in non-residental quarters such as 
stores. 

Earnings among the 16,000 appli- 
cants in Los Angeles showed 59 
percent at less than $40 per week.

Seeking to find Georgia crops 
that will grow near the equator in 
order that thev may diversify 
their large farms in Colombia, 
South America, two wealthy young 
farmers toured the Atlanta area 
Friday and talked with State 
Agricultural Commissioner Tom 
Linder. 

They hoped to introduce kudzu 
into them farm, since they need a 
feed crop that will build the land. 

The two, Guillerno Laserna and 
Luis Gonzalez. both of Bogota, Co- 
lombia, were impressed with the 
State Farm Market here. 

Laserna said he grows nothing 
but rice on his 10,000-acre farm: 
while Gonzalez operates a 2.000- 
acre cattle ranch. Both are inter- 
ested in diversifying their farming 
if they can find crops which will 
grow on the pleateau land near 
the equator. 

The two came here after confer- 
ring with officials of the United 
States Department of Agriculture 
in Washington. Lazerna left for 
Texas to study crops in the Rio 
Grande section, while Gonzalez re- 
turned to South America.

will journey to Italy to give 11 performances in Genoa, Milan, Turin 
and Naples. And Atlanta’s own Enrico Leide has been selected 
to do the conducting, since Toscanini has had to forego the honor 
due to previous American commitments. 

In addition to “‘Otello,’ the other operas on Mr. Leide’s Summer 
schedule are “La Traviata,” “Madame Butterfly.” “La Boheme.”

I WOULD AVOID cynicism, 
especially when such an altru- 
istic citizen as Harry F. Sinclair 
is involved.

Carolina concerning the fishing rights on Lake Chatuge 


was canceled. 

The agreement was terminated 
at the request of the Georgia 
Game and Fish Commission which 
had previously made the agree- 
ment in March, 1943, with the 
North Carolina Division of Game 
and Inland Fisheries. 

Under the agreement, North 
Carolina licensed fishermen were 
permitted to cross the Georgia 
State line as far as a point oppo- 
site Hiwassee. Ga., and Georgia 
licensed fishermen could cross into 
North Carolina up to the Shooting 
Creek arm of the lake above the 
reservoir dam. 

Now, any fisherman who is not 
licensed by both States can be 
prosecuted if he goes into the 
territory of the State in which he 
is not licensed. <A recently in- 
stalled bouy marks the dividing 
line 

The North Carolina portion of 
the lake is regarded as the best for 
fishing, providing largemouth and 
smallmouth bass, crappie and blue- 
gill bream. At spillway level the 
lake is fairly evenly divided be- 
tween the two States, but during 
the Summer low-water period, 
most of the water is on the North 
Carolina side.

The founder of the fortune, Wil- 
liam Weightman, arrived in Philadel- 
phia from England in 1829. when he 
was 16.

Before the Civil War 
started he perfected a revolutionary 
method of extracting quinine from 
cinchona’ bark Huge government 
purchases of quinine during the war 
made him a millionaire 

Weightman

This therapy, which appears to 
revive the activity of the impaired 
acoustic nerve, consists in the use of 
a sort of chemical] nutrition— that is, 
in giving to the patient a powerful 
combination of selected pure vita- 
mins and amino acids, by mouth and 
by injection. 

The treatment has been developed 
by the New York physicians, Drs. 
Hans Hirschfeld and Max Jacobson, 
with the collaboration of Dr. Augusta 
Jellinek, also of New York, and a 
preliminary report of its effects on 
78 patients has been issued by the 
American Medical Association. 

Among the patients treated was 
a singer who had been afflicted by a 
hearing disorder, Known in 
jargon as “diplacusis’§binauralis 
dysharmonica,” in which the same 
tone has a-different pitch when heard 
by one ear than by the other ear 
This man heard his own singing dif- 
ferently in the right and the left ears 
The nerves on the two sides were 
subnormal and out of accord with 
each other. Under the new treatment 
his hearing became practically norma! 
in both ears, In a few weeks. 

Another patient, a 37-year-old man, 
had shown progressive loss of hearing 
for lo years and had been discharged 
from the Army because of his hear. 
ing defect. Partial deafness had 
developed in both ears, so that the 
hearing loss was 37 per cent for 
ordinary speech and 63 per cent for 
sounds generally. After six treat-

I1f147 


was reduced to 26 
cent for speech and 48 per cent 
general sounds 
A 15-year-old boy had noticed grad- 

ually increasing difficulty in hearing 

for two months. The therapy reduced 
his loss of hearing from 3 per cent 
to 1.2 per cent. 

The gains in hearing in some cases 
were 40 to 5O per cent, and much 
more for “pure tones.” The treat- 
ment particularly aided in restoring 
the ability to hear 
high tones, that 
is the kind of 
sounds important 
for listening’ to 
people, answering 
telephones and 
other daily ex- 
periences. 

The first series 
of cases treated 
by Dr Hirsch 
feld, at the Hard 
of Hearing Clinic 
of the New York 
Polyclinic Medical 
School and Hospital, consisted of 953 
men and women. Of these 30 showed 
great improvement; 13 showed some 
improvement; 10 showed no_ im 
provement. 

Two preparations of amino acids 
and vitamins are used in the new 
therapy--one is a solution for injec- 
tion, the other is filled in a capsule. 

The ampule, the tiny sealed up 
phial of solution, contains: thiamine 
‘vitamin B-1), riboflavin, pyridoxine 
(vitamin B-6), nicotinamide, choline, 
all vitamins of the B complex, and 
glutamic acid, histidine, methionine, 
all amio acids, also urea. Amino 
acids are the 22 elementary chemicals. 
by the various combinations of which 
all the proteins are built up.

The capsule contains a larger va- 
riety of both the vitamins and amino 
acids vitamin A, ascorbic acid ( vita- 
min C), calcium pantothenate, cys- 
teine, tyrosine, liver concentrate and 
dried veast-—-in addition to the sub- 
stances present in the ampules. 

The course of treatment consisted 
of giving the pa- 
tient intramuscu- 
lar injections 
three times a 
week, for the first 
two weeks, then 
twice a week for 
another’ three 
weeks. At the 
same time, each 
day three capsules 
were given by 
mouth. 

In order to 
learn about the 
effect of the 
chemicals on normal persons, three 
men were given the injections. They 
all showed strong hearing reactions, 
that is, they'had marked “hypera- 
cusia”—abnormally keen hearing, so 
that sounds ordinarily inaudible were 
heard by them. 

The New York physicians 
selves believe that thei 
vitamins and amino Acids acts as a 
highly nourishing ‘nerve food” and 
“nerve activity and growth accelera- 
tor.” For they state in their report: 

“The special significance of the 
new compound lies in its direct in- 
fluence on the stimulation and the 
restitution of the function of the 
auditory nerve itself.” 

As far as vitamins B-1, nicotinic 
acid and riboflavin are concerned. 
they have been tried, with some other

B complex factors, in the treatment 
of partial deafness by Dr. Grant 
selfridge of San Francisco and othe 
physicians The results were en 
couraging to some extent. 

What is new tn the therapy devised 
by Drs. Hirschfeld, Jacobson and Jel 
linek is that amino acids have been 
added, and there seems to be a 
powerfully cooperative beneficial ef 
fect from vitamins and amino acids. 

Partial deafness in most of these 
cases, especially of industrial workers 
and children, occurs particularly as 
regards sounds of high tones, of 4,000 
to 8,000 frequencies. The new treat. 
ment seems to be most effective for 
such cases, 

Despite their encouraging results 
in less than a hundred cases, studied 
most carefully, the New York phy- 
sicians hold out no sure and excessive 
hopes for patients even of partial 
nerve deafness, at present, 

These physicians have employed 
the most trustworthy methods of 
testing the hearing of the patients, 
before, during and after the dietary 
treatment. Their research, it is hoped, 
will continue. 

Evidently the

revived if it has 
degenerated beyond recovery. The 
earlier the therapy is begun, with 
deterioration of hearing, the better 
the results will be. 

If there’s hereditary tendency to 
the formation of tumors, or some 
other disease of the acoustic nerve. 
the diet treatment might help in some 
way, provided it is started in the 
children, whose parents have shown 
deafness, even before any hardness 
of hearing develops. Such are possi 
bilities for future preventive studies.

would hear the shots. He. also suggested the 
possibility that Ed’s gun—the pearl-handled .35 
found in his brother’s hand — had been equipped 


with a silencer, as further precaution, 
Gasque disputed the accused man’s statement 
it his mother came out Qf the house and spoke 
A medical witness for the state asserted 
hat she could not have moved nor spoken afte 
bullets hit her. 

For his part, the defendant denied everything. 

He denied that he had received and spent his 
portion of the estate, which was valued at close to 
$100,000. 

He swore that Smiley got $42,000 additional, 
and that he (Edmund) received a deed on Nov. 20, 
1920, signed by his mother, Marjorie and Smiley. 

(May Bigham tried to file this deed tn Florence 
while he was in jail but the register refused 
because of altered dates and other revisions. } 

The case went to the jury on March 28, and 

two hours returned a verdict of guilty as 
charged. This landed Edmund in the death house, 
and he was still there, many months later, when 
his attorney, Mendel L. Smith, won him a new 
tria This ) began on Sept. 25, 1924, and 
ended the same way. 


TTORNEY SMITH appealed again, and again 
got a new trial. Meanwhile, the prisoner had 

seen 18 persons set out to walk the “Last Mile” to 
the electric chair, and after each execution his 
appetite had remained poor for days. 

But the third trial, scheduled for April 6, 1927, 
never took place. As that date neared, opposing 
counsel! put their heads together and came up 
with a labor-saving, time-saving, money-saving, 
life-saving settlement. 

By its terms, the defense consented to a 
verdict of guilty with a recommendation of mercy 
to the court, and it was understood that this 
consent verdict would not imply in any way a 
confession of guilty. The state, moreover, agreed 
to nolle prosse all pending charges. 

So Edmund Bigham is now living out what 
remains of his wasted life in South Carolina’s 
Centrai Prison at Columbia. His appetite is 
excellent.
